For best results tulips should be planted a depth 
varying from 4-6 inches and 6 inches or more apart. 
Early blooming varieties at about 4 inches, later 
blooming at 6 inches. Some authorities recommend 
the use of well-rotted cow manure for fertilizer, 
but there is considerable danger of introducing dis- 
ease into your planting from this practice. Bone 
mean is more advisable and perfectly safe to use. 
Apply at the rate of three handsful to the square 
yard. Heavy soils should be modified with sand 
and peat moss well mixed with the soil. 


DIRECTIONS FOR FORCING 


When the bulbs arrive they should be immedi- 
ately potted. For best results prepare a mixture 
of soil, sand, and peat moss with some bone flour 
added. Be sure the pots are washed clean or if new, 
soaked well. Cover the drainage hole with pebbles 
or pieces of broken pots. Plant the bulbs shallow 
so the top is barely covered. 


Bury the pots outdoors about six inches deep 
under soil or other suitable material. After about 
12 weeks move them to some cool dark place, pref- 
erably the cellar, leaving them there for about two 
weeks. By this time the tops should be up several 
inches and the buds showing; when they are, move 
the pots inside to a temperature of 50 to 60 de- 
grees. Be careful not to increase the temperature 
beyond 65 degrees. 


To prolong blooming, pots may be left buried 
and brought in at desired intervals. 





A top mulch of peat moss gives excellent winter 
protection. One inch deep is sufficient. 


Tulips are frequently left in the ground over 
summer, however, it is a safer practice to dig and 
store them when the foliage starts to yellow. Store 
in a cool, dark place in shallow trays. New soil 
should be used periodically to keep them free of 
disease and to retain their vigor.

NARCISSUS 


Many people are confused by the terms Narcissus and Daffodils. 
These are different terms for identical bulbs, even the Jonquil com- 
ing under the general name. For your convenience the different 


types are segregated in this Catalog. 


In growing Daffodils it is best to prepare the soil at least 12 
inches deep. The soil should be prepared very much the same as for 
Tulips (see page 6) excepting that well rotted manure may be used 
safely here, care being taken to keep it from coming in direct contact 
with the bulbs. 


Daffodils may be left in the soil over summer but should be dug 
every 2 or 3 years and divided, then replanted at once or any time 
until fall. Fall digging is injurious and should be avoided.

Hyacinths will do well in most types of soil but for best results 
like an inch or two of rotted manure below the base of the bulb. 
Plant them 6 to 9 inches apart and plant with at least 5 inches of 
soil above the top of the bulb. 

Be sure to put a layer of soil between the manure and the bulb. 
Bone meal may be used instead of manure at the rate of one pound 
to the square yard in the lower soil.

ROM the fertile Wallowa River Valley high in the Wallowa 

Mountains of Northeastern Oregon, Mr. Roy Edgmand found 
among a group of seedling strawberries a plant of unusual 
vigor and beautiful richness of color.

Not satisfied with the wonderful reports on this berry, 
Mr. Sam Rich made the trip by rail up to Lostine to actually 
see and compare the berry with Rockhill and other varieties 
planted alongside. Convinced that it was a real berry, worthy 
of all claims made for it he purchased the entire supply, 
for his firm, brought samples of fruit and several plants down 
to Portland to be photographed in color. 

Young plants set out in May at Lostine were producing 
enormous quantities of large luscious fruit by the first of 
August and continuing until severe frost without the normal 
decrease in size so pronounced in most varieties. It ripens 
full ten days ahead of Rockhills planted alongside at the same 
time and under equal conditions. 


SOME TIMELY TIPS ON STRAWBERRY CULTURE 


The most common cause of failure in setting a new strawberry bed 
is from either too shallow or too deep planting. See that the starting 


points of the highest roots are just covered with soil when planting is 
completed. Be sure the starting point of the leaves (or crown) is above 
the soil line. Any soil above that point may kill the plant.
